1) Minutes, dated 21 April 1952, of the most important points discussed at a conference 
of unit managers on 19 April 1952, Information given concerns submittal of goods-movement 
plans, instructions regarding contracts and price adjustments, designation of critical mate- 
rials (foundry pig iron, shipbuilding plate, boiler plate, pipes, and tin alloys), etc,

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The document consists of photostats of 7 typewritten pages containing the minutes of the 
Shipyard directors meeting held on 22 April 1952 at the Directorate General for Water Trans- 
port, The document refers ie list of persons attending the meeting; howover, no such list is 
included in this document, — 

The minutes are divided into three sections as follows: Opinions regardinghaming {in- 
corporating/ of shipyards and introduction of the principle of business accounting; the re- 
port of the business division about the 1951 achievements; establishing uniform work pro= 
ject cards. 

The first section refers to the pending law which is to make the various shipyards in- 
dependent enterprises, Proposed names for the shipyards are as follows: Ship Repair and 
Boat Yard VEB Rechlin; hip ReRpir Yard Fuerstenwalde in Fuerstenwalde; all other shipyards 
are to be known as Ship Repair Yard...in... - The document also provides for deputy directors 
for each shipyard to insure continued responsible management, 

The second section in addition to giving a very short resum’ about the 1951 achievments 
also includes information about the fulfillment of the production plan of each shipyard for 

the first quarter (1952), Planned production at the Genthin Shipyatd was 400,000 Deutsche 
marks, actual production amounted to 260,000 Deutsche marks, Causes for this nonfulfiliment 
were as follows: shortage of repair jobs at the yard; inability to recruit additional personnel 
resulted in an increase of overhead costs/per unit of output/}; supply contracts have not been 
fulfilled; operating difficulties and bad supply of matérials resulted in idle plant operation; 
leave (sick and vacation) interferred with fulfillment of production plan, With very few ex= 
ceptions, the port on the fulfillment of the production plan was the same for all the ship- 
yards, “he followigeg shipyards reported: Genthin, Frohse, Rechlin, Tangermuende, Zehdenick, 
Fuerstenwalde, Magdeburg, Laubkegast. fhis list may be incomplete, since no definite indenti- 
fication of the shipyards or a list is included in the document/. 

The third section in addition to touching on the subject of uniform work project¢ cards 
also refers to the establishment of technical work standards, The document also give some 
information about premiums to be paid to wrékers for profitable suggestions, This section also 
‘takes up the problem of the supply of materials. The remark by one of the reporters that the 
supply situation seems to have improved provoked laughter at the meeting, The reporter also 
‘suggested that the GDS attend the meetings of the rolling mill engineers, 

The document concludes with a summary by Director General Keul, in which he pointed to 

two problems brought out at this meeting. One is the nonadherence to delivery obligations by 
suppliers and the other is the precarious supply situation, The reasong Keul gives for the 
latter are: interrupted interzonal trade; nonfulfillment of the production plan of the GDR 
heavy industry; ‘trade agreements with fr@indly foreign countries have not yet been concluded 
‘because of definite reasons not stated here; the GDR Causes often produces suppli area are 
‘not usable, These causes were alsoygiven at a previous meeting of idustrial shipyad SE Which 
‘Deputy Minister President Rau prsagided, Keul then vehemently criticézed the nonadherence to 
‘delivery dates by many suppliers, calling it a "Schweinerei". He suggest punitive action to 
bring the suppliers in line, 
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
